~\ A public inspection panel ap- 
pointed recently for Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties has found 
unacceptable working conditions 
at the Madoc OPP detachment, 
as well as two other detachments 
in the Quinte area. 

The two panels inspected 22 
public facilities in the two coun- 
ties. The Ontario Court (General 
Division) justices appointed the 
two panels which were only given 
the power to make recommenda- 
tions. 


Inspection panels are appointed 


to inspect provincial and federal 
facilities. 

During the inspection, it was 
found that the Madoc OPP de- 
tachment, along with the Bancroft 
and Picton were cramped and in 
need of either major renovations 
or replacement. 

Some of the problems at the 
Madoc detachment included a lack 
of storage space, no garage, no 
lockers or’showers and no facili- 
ties for female officers.

Once again, Centre & South 
Hastings is leading the 3Rs way. 
Although our Blue Box 2000 pro- 
gram already collects more dif- 
ferent materials than almost any 
other program in Canada, we are 
now expanding if to include two 
new materials, empty aerosol con- 
tainers and paint cans. 

All we are asking you to do is 
pul your empty acrosol contain- 
ers and empty paint cans and lids 
loose in the Blue Box along with 
other metal cans, foil and trays, 
and glass and plastic containers. 
these new items will be baled at 
the recycling plantin Trenton with 
other steel containers and shipped 
to Hamilton where they will be 
mage into new cans. 

It is important to note that we 
are only accepting empty acrosol 
and paint cans. How do you know 
if an aerosol container is empty? 
Shake the can -- if you feel con- 
tents shaking inside, it's notempty. 
Paint cans should be air-dried so 
that there is.no liquid and not 
more than a half inch of dried 
residue in at the bottom. 

If any aerosol or paint contain- 
ers get left behind in your blue 
box, it’s just your friendly recy-

“saved as resources” materials 
would be built. 

“Eighty-one per cent of what 
we now call garbage has been 
diverted and saved as resources,” 
he said. 

“There is really nothing new 
about what I’m talking about,” 
Mr. Jackson says. “All of these

are being used somewhere. The 
catch is how we put them together 
in a unified system. 

And there ts “no way you can’t 
pull it all together and maximize 
diversion.”

(ICI). A 90 per cent diversion can 
be achieved for residential waste. 
In the ICI sector this wouid “be 
closer to 71 per cent.” 

A Ministry of Environment and 
Energy study has confirmed Mr. 
Jackson’s own study figures 
which focused on garbage in 
Metro, Peel, Halton and Durham, 
Mr. Jackson said. 

Initiatives would include: 

* making companies pay for

Incineration doesn’t 
really get rid of waste, 
Trent prof. says 


Barbara Wallace 
COMPARES PROMISES 
with practice 


Peterborough - “No risk is 
acceptable if you can avoid it. I 
think there are better alternatives,” 
Trent University Environmental 
Studies Professor Barbara 
Wallace told a forum last week on 
incineration and mega dumps. ~ 

Dr. Wallace is also director of 
the Citizen’s Clearinghouse. on 
Waste Management and co-au- 
thor of tlie recently-published “In- 
ventory on Waste Management 
Information Materials.” 

Dr. Wallace admits she “sat on 
the fence for about five years and 
evaluated all the pros and cons” 
before making up her mind about 


incineration of waste. 
During her talk at the Peterbor- 


ough Library she outlined some | 


of the “promises and practices” 
associated with the controversial 
issue. 

While it is true that incinera- 
tion can reduce the amount of 
material going to dumps, she says 
only “some of it” is actually re- 
duced. ; 

You will still have 30 to 40 per 
cent of waste going to landfill 
sites, she said. 

Proponents of incineration ar- 
gue that it destroys the organic 


material going to landfill. Organ- 


ics causé most of the methane gas 
associated with global warming 
and forms thé acids that make-up 
toxic leachate.

For the first time Terry learned

karate chop on the back of the 
hand is effective as-there is little 
tissue .

Lois Cook found. reinforce- 
ment in the workshop as she re- 
lated strategies that she learned 
for securities in her own apart- 
ment building.

Again, Dr. Wallace.says, in- 
cineration only reduces the or- 
ganic material. 

She reminded the audience that 
these organic materials are also 
“valuable resources that can be 
composted and tumed into valu- 
able products.” 

One of the “largest problems” 
associated with incinerators is that 
they waste more energy than they 
produce, Dr. Wallace says. 

“Energy from Waste (EFW) is 
a net loser,” she says. “Finding a 
buyer for energy and a’keeper is 
very difficult...Basically, EFW is 
a selling tool.” 

The argument that 1990s tech- 
nology means no pollution prob- 
lems is “one that has really fallen 
down,” Dr. Wallace said. 

_ She cited instances at a facility 

_Af Indianapolis which had vio- 
“ jated all pollution values 18 times 
and one in Pasco Cty., Florida 
which spent’ $2.2 million getting 
new pollution controls. 

“High levels of aluminum, lead 
and mercury have been traced to 
incinerators , She says. 

“There are a lot of horror sto- 
ries from incineration emissions 
of dioxins,” she said. “The prom- 
ise does not stand up.” ; 

Under practice they don’t stand 
up as they do under test situations, 
she added. 

Dr. Wallace also says they do 
not reduce dependency on 
landfills. 

What she called the “putter- 
pay agreement” also forces mu- 
nicipalities to “guarantee” the 
waste coming in. 

This is a real problem because 
designers “typically over-size in- 
cinerators so you have to keep 


tocountry. Why not Canada, too?” 

Ifa multinational company has 
to change its product in Germany 
it should have to do so in Canada, 
she said. 

“There are two things about 
recycling,” she said.” All forms 
are good and some are better than 
others.” 


There is also much confusion 
about what can be recycled, Dr. 
Wallace says, adding that the Citi- 
zens Clearinghouse has a “tre- 
mendous amount of information: 
on what can be recycled.” 


“We are in a time of transition 
and need to share all the informa- 
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tion we've got.” 
“This is a very topical issue in 
this community,” says JeanGregg, 


a member of the Eco Council of 


Peterborough and Area which 
sponsored the forum.

Village finalize infrastructure funding decisions 


by Jeff Wilson 


Village council has revised and 
finalized its list of projects under 
the provingial/federal infrastruc- 
ture funding program. 

During a special council meet- 
ing held on May 26, Council cut 
the picnic shelter/tourist booth/ 
washroom project for the 
Whytock park which had a price 
tag of $70,000. The allocation of 
$22,000 for the construction of a 
natural gas line to the arena was 
taken off the project list. The con- 
struction cost for the project was 
reduced with the village share 
now being $6,667, after Centra 
revised the cost from $55,000 to 
$20,000. 

Monies allocated to sidewalk 
rehabilitation was boosted by 
$52,000 for a total of $103,782. 
This almost provides enough 
money to complete the village's 
five year plan for sidewalk reha- 
bilitation. 

Under the infrastructure pro- 
gram, council must submit a sepa- 
rate application for each project. 
The village has already submitted 
an application to construct a new 
fire hall at a cost of $295,000. An 


application to recondition the 
municipal office and retrofit the 
fire hall for a Works Garage at-a 
cost of $40,000 has also been 
submitted. A third application for 
in-line sewer rehabilitation at a 
costof $115,000 has been submit- 


ted as well. 

The village is entitled to re- 
ceive up to $369,188 from the 
provincial and federal govern- 
ments with the village contribut- 
ing $184,594 for a total of 


Cupola construction 
completed

Centre Hastings Secondary 
School Grade 11 and 12 Con- 
struction Technology students 
have ‘completed the reconstruc- 
tion of a “wonderful piece of his- 
tory”:

nificant increase” in outstanding 


taxes from 10 per cent in 1992 to 
16 per cent in 1993. 

The accounting firm of 
Humpage, Taylor, McDonald, 
who conducted the audit said the 
increase was due to a few large 
accounts onthe rolls. Ina report to 
council the auditors recommended 
introducing a form letter ad- 
dressed to taxpayers who are in 
atrears more than two years to 
improve collections, The letter 
could advise taxpayers the village 
would welcome a repayment pro 
gram suitable ty both the taxpayer 
and the village. The auditors also 
suggested the letter could high 
light the fact that interest on un 
paid taxesis [5 percent per annum, 


which ts higher that interest rates 
currently charged at most finan 
cial institutions. 

Ona brighter note, the auditors 
said the village's reserves had 
increased to $99,983 which rep 
resented a “marked improvement 
over previous years’. The audi 
tors added that continued moni 
toring of the expenditures of the 
village, the reserves could be “a 
significant financing tool for fu 
ture capital projects” and thes 
recommended a review of the five 
year captial forecast considering 
reserve trunsters im the [994 
budget 


The auditors complimented 
village staff, saying its working 
knowledge of the computerised 
ledger system which’ was imple 
menied in 1991, had “improved 
significantly” 4 
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$7,000 grant to village 
for water efficiency study / 


The village of Madoc will re- 
ceive a grant of $7,000 through 
JobsOntano for a water efficiency 
study, Environment and Energy 
Minister Bud Wildman an- 
nounced last Tuesday. 

The totak cost of the Madoc 
study will be $10,000. 

Madoc Reeve Tom Deline said 
the village is “happy to get the 
grant’. 

Hastings-Peterborough MPP 
Elmer Buchanan, in releasing the 
announcement said, “This study 
willidentify ways Madoc can use 
less water. This will result in en- 
ergy and water savings for all 
consumers. The study is an im- 
portant step towards good envi- 
ronmental and land-use plan- 
ning.” 

The funding for the water effi- 
ciency study is part of the $350 
million which the government 
announced in early February this

The practice of bninging young 
immigrants to Canada on a con- 
signment basis did not start with 
the children from the Bernardo 
homes in the late 19th century. 
Here is an account of the arrival of 
a groupot boys, six of whom were 
sponsored by residents of the vil- 
lage, as recounted by the Madoc 
Mercury of June 4, 1870. 

Arrival of Young Immigrants 
- Six out of a party of 100 boys, 
who were brought out on the 
steamship Peruvian on her last try 
to Quebec arrived here on Fnday 
evening, the 27th inst. They came 
by stage from Belleville, at which 
point eight left the cars, consigned 
to the care of Mr: Wood, Warden 
of the County. Two of these were 
left at Belleville - one going to Dr. 
Holden’s and the other to Dr. 
Hamulton’s at Roslin. The six who 
came to Madoc were, as soon as 
their arrival became known, at

Norwood - In a high school 
washroom, a teenage girlis beaten 
because she is black. A disabled 
person is ignored as a possible job 
candidate because she is in a 
wheelchair. On an elementary 
school playground, a small boy 1s 
kicked and called names because 
he is Jewish. 

All these scenarios may not 
have actually happened but they 
do resemble events that happen 
daily in today’s world. Racism 
and discrimination is prevalent in 
all social circles and groups around 
the planet. It causes disunity, ten- 
sion and hatred of people -- emo- 
tions that occur all too often in our 
world as it is! 

Discrimination can affect the 
way a person lives, thinks and 
acts and can rhake the person be- 
ing discriminated against feel an- 
gry and alone. 

The social group that seems to 
have the most problem with this 
issue is the area of youth. , 

In a recent report done by the 
Ontario Coalition for Children and 


by employers, parents and even 
society as a whole. Young people 
who have been involved in the 
Criminal Justice System feel they 
can't shake their stigma” or repu- 
tation, Evenif they want tochange, 
they feel others always look at 
them as troublemakers. 

Disabled youth feel that many 
people ignore them and pretend 
they are not there because they 
don’ tknow how todeal with them, 

Religious youth feel their views 
and beliefs are mocked. They feel 
they cannot freely discuss their 
beliefs for fear of discriminatory 
persecution. ; 

These are just a few examples 
of how teens feel hey are being 
discriminated against. However, 
some youth, | think, should look 
at themselves before accusing oth- 
ers. 

All through my high school 
career, I have witnessed many 
instances where youth in schools 
discriminate against.their peers. 
Young people are the worst for 
doing this. 

In many high schools, teens 
will form cliques based on what 
kind of clothes they wear, how

A height loss of 10-15cem 
(4-6 inches) can occur, and the 
stomach may feel compressed due 
to pressure: 


Fractures 


Eventually, bones can become 
so fragile that merely standing up 
can cause a breakage. Your most 
susceptible bones are those in the 
back, forearm, upper thigh and 
hip. 


Tooth Loss 


In addition toosteoporosis, lack 
of calctum may be a factor in 
causing tooth loss. 

Although relatively little can 
be done to strengthen bones once 
osteoporosis has developed, steps 
can be taken which can- minimize 
your chances of developing the 
condition or delay its onset. But 
liming 1s crucial. 

Between the ages of 30 and 40 
your bone structure becomes as 
strong and dense as it will ever be. 
As mentioned before, many fac- 
tors determine just how strong 
and large your bones become. You 
may have little control over some, 
but the two preventive factors 
which you can do something about 
are: Diet and Physical Activity. 

M generally becomes obvious 
after age 50, and it's more com- 
mon in women than men. At its 
more serious, it may Cause pain- 
ful deformity, crippling fractutes

Home Safety for Seniors 


(NC) - The home can be a 
dangerous place. Next to acci- 
dents involving motor vehicles, 
the greatest number of fatal acci- 

- dents in Canada each year occur 
in the home. 

While being alert to possible 
hazards is important for all age 
groups, taking special precautions 
is critical for ‘people over 65. Al- 
though seniors make up only 10 
per cent of the population in 
Canada, they account for 30 per 
cent of all accidental fatalities 
and 25 per cent of all accidental 
injuries. Falls,-in particular, can 
have devastating consequences: 
bone and sort tissue injunes from 
falls are the sixth major cause of 
death for people over 65. 

Here are some home safety 
lips for seniors, especially those 
with disabilities. 


Floors 

* Use non-slip mats around 
surfaces that can become wet. 
This includes entrances and laun- 
dry and kitchen sink areas as well 
as the bathtub and shower. 

* Avoid scatter rugs and highly 
polished, slippery floors. Make 
sure that carpets are firmly fixed 
to the floor at their edges with 
Carpet tape or secured by arubber 
backing or non-skid coating. 
Dense short pile carpets, or floor- 
ing in a solid color are recom- 
mended. 

* Linoleum or non-wax cush- 
ion flooring is preferable for 
wheelchair users. 

* Whatever the floor surface, 
avoid large patterns, which can 
pose problems for people with 
perceptual difficulties. 


Stairs 

* Make sure there are hand- 
rails on each side of the stairs. 

* To distinguish one step from 
another, you can mark the edge of 
steps with paint or tape in a con- 
trasting color. 


Lighting 
* Make sure lighting is ad- 
equate and glare-free, especially

around stairways and in hallways. 
Keep a night-light on in the hall 
and bathroom. 


Footwear 

* Wear footwear with adequate 
Support and non-slip soles; dis- 
card worn-out shoes and slippers. 
no matter how comfortable prey 
are. 

* If you use a cane, crutches or 
a walker, check the rubber ups. If 
they're worn, they can become 
slippery. 
« * As winter approaches, con- 
sider purchasing an “ice pick” 
from a cane and walker supply 
store. This small device can. be 
attached to the end of a cane to 
increase traction on wet or icy 
surfaces. 


Furniture 

* Remove caster wheels on 
furniture. 

* Simplify the layout of your 
furniture and remove potential 
“stumbling blocks’’. Ideally, fur- 
niture should be in a contrasting 
color from the floors and walls so 
they are clearly visible. 

* Furniture should be arranged 
so there 1s enough space to ma- 
noeuvre between pieces of furni- 
ture without tuming sideways. 

* The Ontario Medical Asso- 
ciation Subcommittee on Fall in 
the Elderly recently recommended 
that chairs and beds be elevated to 
reduce the need for strength to get 
in and out of a sitting position, 


Communication 

* If you live alone, consider 
investing ina personal emergency 
response system. Wom around 
the neck or wrist, this device al- 
lows you to summon help at the 
push of a button. 


* Telephone companies have 
developed numerous devices to 
help people who are hard of hear- 
ing, lack the dexterity to use con- 
vention equipment orhave speech 
problems. Contact your local 
phone utility for more informa- 
tion.

Through their yearly contribu- 
tions, he adds, area residents have 
helped to set a new world record 
for.Canada as a whole.

Belgium, in the European com- 
munity. 

The survey shows that glass 
packaging is the best choice for 
the environment.

Glass recycling a smash as. 


Hastings shatters record 
to follow national trend 


Bor tREnd-sEttiING 
ways threatened as 
blue box use levels 
off across province 


Hastings - Hastings residents 
just shattered a record. 

Last year, glass recycling in 
the area grew by a whopping 13.1 
percent to 916 tons from 810 tons 
in 1992, according to Consumers 
Glass, Canada’s only manutac- 
turer of glass packaging, which 
keeps annual figures. 

“That ts really strong growth 
during a period when most areas 


either stayed the same or postéd a _ 


slight decrease,” says Joe 
Paradiso, Consumer's Co- 
ordinator of Recycling for On 
tari. 

Through their yearly contribu- 
tions, area residents have helped 
to set a new world record for 
Canada as a whole, Mr. Paradiso 
added. 

According to the results of a 
1992 National Task Force on 
Packaging survey conducted by 
Statistics Canada and released in 
May. 75 per cent of Canada’s 
container glass is being either re- 
used or recycled. That means that 
anadians are now the new world 
leaders in glass recovery rates -- 
significantly above the 33 percent 
recorded in the United States in 


1992 and topping the 73 per cent_ 


rate achieved by the Netherlands 
during the same period 

This, Mr. Paradiso says, places | 
Canada in the forefront of envi- | 
ronmental trendsetters such asj 
Switzerland (second with. 72 pert 
cent), Germany, Ausina and Bel; 
gium in the European Commu? 
nity. 5 

The survey also shows thét 
glass packaging ts the best chote 
forthe environment, Mr Paradiso 
adds. ¥ 

“Approximately 60 per cenbot 
container glass 1s bemp re-usealin 
Canada, the highest rate forfany 
type of packaging matenalf” he 
said. “Re-use is consideredgpret 
erable to recycling for environ 
mental conservation.” 

Canadians have als¢ 
vlass ore of the most ' 
types of packaging, he agded. As 
a consequence, a nevy mdustry 
record has been set by Gonsumers 
Cilass, ¥ 

Canada’s only manutacturer of 
glass packaging curyently boasts 
a 34 per cent recycied glass con 
tent in its new products. 

This is the highest of any glass 
container manufacturer in North 
America, Mr. Paradiso says

patronage, represents the profit 
margin for retailers. Just as tt rep- 
resents the poorhouse for those of 
us who love to shop-too much. 
The wile warned me to stay away 
from the hardware store.” 
“Seasonal” residents comprise 
over half the ratepayers in many 
rural abeus. As such, we are a 
potent, if amorphous, economic 
force who exhibit many of the 
classic tourist characterists as de- 
fined by the Ontario Ministry of 
Culture, Tounsm & Recreation 
(MCTR): someone who spends 
more that 25 kms. from home. 


- The wifé says that’s a good dis- 


tance for me. If only I could af- 
ford to get there. 

Most cottagers have primary 
residences elsewhere, but spend 
more discretionary income at our 
lake homes. But often, we are out 


of touch with our local commu-- 


nity - its people, events, attrac- 
tions, social and cultural life. The 
wife says I am out of touch with 
life, period. She's never liked 
heavy metal. 

Even as we take ourselves for 
granted, so cottagers are often 
treated as invisible and 
anonynmous benefactors, best 
ignored while making our tithes 
in passive silence andreturning to 
our self-imposed obscurity. Yet 
we are the largest untapped tour- 
ist market in the province, a group 
that fits the ideal profile: living in 
proximity, predisposed to return- 
ing frequently, arriving with open 
wallets, and often accompanied 
by many relatives and guests. 
Truly, we should be an obvious 
and attractive target for tourism 
marketing and community pro- 
motions. The wife says she’s at- 
tractive. I guess that makes me 
obvious. 

So why are cottagers ignored 
by MCTR? Why con't regional 
tourism offices know we exist? 
Why don’t local events, attrac- 
tions and businesses target their 
messages to us? And why is the 
Federation of Ontario Cottagers” 
Association (FOCA) a provincial 
government orphan - unclaimed, 
unwanted, and unable to find a 
champion within any ministry? 
The wife says it’s because they're 
afraid I'll show up. 

But more likely, it's because 
cottagers, unlike yours truly, have 
been too quiet too long. Because 
we have not made our desires 
known and trumpeted our own 
economic hom. Because we have 
not asked to participate and have 
failed to become involved. So we 
will-continue to be taken for

achieved in Canada as called for 
bythe National Packaging Proto- 
col (NAPP),StatsCan questioned 
10,000 businesses in 32 industry 
sectors about production, use, re- 
use and recycling of 32 packag- 
ing material groups to obtain its 
data. f 
According to the survey, Ca- 
nadian$ deserve congratulations 
on two counts, Mr. Paradiso says. 


“First, even though there are, 


more of use, we're sending sig- 
nificantly less packaging of all 
types to disposal -- over one-quar- 
ter less per capita than in 1988," 
he said. 

, Each Canadian sent 155 kgs. 
of packaging to disposal in 1992 
compafed to 209 kgs. in 1988. 
Canadians also recycled 300 per 
cent more packaging of all types 
in 1992 -- 2.4 million tonnes com- 
pared to 600,000 tonnes in “88. 

“Consumers Glass ts proud of 
its contnbution to meeting the 
NAPP target of 20 per cent reduc- 
tion in packaging‘sent to disposal 
between 1988-92," Mr. Paradiso 
said. 

He adds that “fully 27 per cent 
less glass was sent to disposal in 
1992 than in 1988.” 

This, he says, was a “key factor 
in achieving the national total of 
21 per cent less packaging of all 
types -- one per cent over target.” 

In 1988, Consumers glass 
packaging products had seven per 
cent recycled gla’s content, Mr. 
Paradiso said. 

“Following a multi-million 
dollar investment in training and 
technology and the initiation of a 
Product Stewardship Program, the 
company now boasts a 34 per cent 
recycled glass content in its new 
glass containers, tops for its in- 
dustry in North America. 

“The first NAPP target has 
been met and exceeded,” he said. 

The target set by the NAPPisa 


35 per cent reduction of packag- : 


ing sent to disposal in Canada by 


1996. 


However, Mr. Paradis6 warns 
that “unless everyone pitches in 
to help we might not reach this 
target.” 

The reason for this, he says, is 
that in Ontario -- the top glass 
recycling province in Canada -- 


statistics indicate that for the first - 


time since 1986, there was.no 
yearly increase in the amount/of 
glass collected through the Blue 
Box program last year. 

“Collections for 1992 and 1993 
were the same at about 86,000 
tonnes,” Mr. Paradiso said. 

Figures kept for other Blue Box 
materials show similar results. 

The Blue Box program cur; 
rently has levelled off to include 
about 80 per cent of Ontarians. 
Studies show that of these people, 
there are some who don’t partici- 
pate and many who do could still 
recycle more. 

Figures from the Quinte Re- 
gional Recycling’s trend-setting 
Blue Box 2000 Report indicate 
that approximately 25 to 30 per 
cent of the recyclable materials 
which could go in the Blue Box 
are ending up in regular house- 
hold trash. 

There are some simple tips to 
follow, Mr. Paradiso says, if peo- 
ple want to help meet targets. 

* participate in waste reduc- 
tion programs and encourage oth- 
ers at home and work to do so; 

* post a list of items which can 
and can’t be recycled in your area 
and check to see what items you 
are leaving out which could be 
recycled, or what items should be 
omitted from collections; 

* support efforts to extend re- 
cycling and expansion of the Blue 
Box program; 

* choose foods or household 
goods in reusable or recy¢lable 
packaging when grocery shop- 
ping; 

* and, choose alcoholic bever- 


ages in reusable or recyclable glass 


packaging.
